S.K O. 156.—In exerche of the powers conferred by sec¬ 
tion 184 read with sub-section (16) of Section 82 of th# 
Navy Act, 1957 (62 of 1957), . the Central Government 
hereby makes the following, regulations further to amend 
the Navy (Discipline and Miscellaneous Provisions) Regular 
tions 1955, namely ;— 

1. (2) These regulations may be called the Ntvv tDi»- 

clpline and Miscellaneous Provieions) (Amendment) 
Regulations 1986, 

(li) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In chapter VUI of the Navy (Discipline and MisceU*^ 
ncous Provisions) Regulations 1965, after regulation 2l5* 
the following regulations shall be inserted naipety *.— 

215A. Mulcts of pay and allowances for improper 
absence In- respect of officers—Scale of Mulcts 

(1) Every officer who is found guilty by a naval 
tribunal of absence without leave or improperly 
leaving his ship or place of duty shall be punished 
with mulcts of pay and allowances at the ratte oi 
one day’s mulcts for edeh day’s absence or part 
thereof, in addition to any other punishment other¬ 
wise awarded by the naval tribunal. 

(2) For the purpose of these regulations a day’s pay 
shall include full pay and allowances but shall not 
Include kit-up-keep allowance. 

(3) The scale of mulcts shall not apply to officers 
who are found guilty of desertion. 

(4) Mulcts of pay and allowances shajl be debited 
against the offender’s account in one lump sum af 
modified by such sentence in case pf forfeiture of 
flonioriry and the sum so debited shall be regarded 
as a definite fine for the offence, and, shall not 
subsequently be altered, as and when an increaw 
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of pay is granted with retrospective effect, or when 
an ojffendcr may be credited with the balance of 
the increased emoluments for days upon which he 
would otherwise have been mulcted in full. 

(5) The provisions of sub-regulations (1) to (4) above 
shall not apply to officers who are only absent 
from a part of theii ship. 

(6) Calculation of Period of Absence—(i) The penod 
of improper absence included in the charge shall 
strictly be computed from the time when leave 
expires 'for the time of breaking out) until the 
time of return to the ship or palce of duty. 

(ii) 'S^cn an officer surrendei’s. or is apprehended 
as an absentee away from Tiis ship or oKree of 
duty or the locality in which his leave expijes, the 
Commanding Officer may>, having regard to the 
circumstances, consider the absence as having ter¬ 
minated at the time of such surrender or appre¬ 
hension. 

fill) When an absentee is arrested by the civil 
authority on another charge and is subsequently 
handed over to the naval authorities, his absence 
without leave ^all ‘Ihe i^egarded as ccMing from the 
time of hift arrest by the civil auth<frity- 

215B, Mulcts of Pay and Allowances for Improper 
Absence in Respect of Sailors on Conviction by a 
Court Martial : Every sailor who is found guilty 
of absence without leave or improperly leaving 
his^ ship or plaot of duty by a Court Martial under 
section 51 of the Act, shall be awarded Mulcts of 
pay and allowance as provided in Regulations 41 
to 49 of Regulations for the Navy Part JT.
